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Village Accepts Sts. ■ 



Of Oakwood Knolls; 
Signs Water Contract 

Although Subdivision Part 
Of Village, Streets Re- 
jected Until Now 



Roads of the Oakwood Knolls 
subdivision on East North Ave. were 
accepted for the village by the 
Board of Trustees Tuesday night. 

While the subdivision was made 
a part of the village* more than a 
year ago, the streets were not ac- 
cepted because the deluge of surface 
iwater could not be handled by the 
catch basins and as the result flood- 
ed the area south of the highway. 

Through directions given by En- 
gineer David MiUer «and approved 
by Engineer D. J. Walters of Wil- 
mette, parkways and banks along 
certain portions of the street were 
grassed and sodded so that the run- 
off of water, will be slow and the 
catch basins can- handle 'it.' 

The Board of Trustees also con- 
tracted with the newly organized 
Oakwood Knolls Wisconsin Water 
Cooperative by which ' the village 
will sell water to the Wisconsin 
properties of the subdivision through 
a single meter. The cooperative 
will collect the payments and pay 
.the bill quarterly. 

An original company that con- 
tracted earlier for Wisconsin ser- 
vice following the opening of Unit 
1 of the subdivision, was abolished 
in favor of the new one which will 
take care of Unit 2 also. 

The Oakwood Knolls Co. was 
represented before the board by 
Dick Horwitz, son of the subdivider, 
who said the Antioch Nursery and 
Antioch Landscape Service had been 
employed in seeding the lawns and 
sodding them to prevent erosion. 

*In other business the -board ap- 
proved Bernard Gutowski as' a new 
member of the Antioch Fire depart- 
ment, and authorized' Fire Chief 
Edgar Simonsen to purchase fire ex- 
tinguishers for, the Scout House.

Four Men Rescued 
From Petite Waters 
After Ice Gives Way 

Rescue Squad Saves Fisher- 
men and Local Men Who 
Tried to Rescue Them 



Two Petite lake residents went to 
the rescue of two fishermen who 
broke through - the ice 100 yards 
from shore on the north side of the 
lake, also fell in and all four were 
rescued by the .Antioch Rescue 
squad Tuesday afternoon. 

Lawrence Brummel of 6316 E. 
North ave., Napcrville, and brother, 
•Bernard were quite unaware 
of the fast melting ice as they 
fished on Petite lake and soon found 
themselve in the water. 

Their cries attracted the atten- 
tion of William Westgaard and Mel 
Richard who attempted to reach 
them by sliding a plank and a lad- 
der over the thin ice. They too, 
broke through. 

v The rescue squad was called at 
3:10 p. m. with Police Chief Walter 
I. Scott, Capt. Herman Holbek, the 
Rev. Edmond Hood, Everett Ofte- 
dahl, and Ernest Westlund report- 
ing. , 

•They used boats which at times 
slid on the ice and at other times 
broke through in reaching the men 
who had been in the water nearly a 
half hour. 

Also helping in the rescue work 
■were a deputy sheriff and Oharles 
Kempf who were using «a boat when 
the squad arrived. 

The water was over the heads 
of the men who broke through. 
The ice broke in their hands as rap- 
idly as they tried to pull them- 
selves up from the water. Ropes 
were thrown to them and they man- 
aged to loop them about .their shoul- 
ders for support until they , were 
lifted into the boat. 

The ice was about 1 inch thick and 
was not solid owing to warm weath- 
er and the warm current flowing 
through the Petite-Fox \lake chan- 
nel which never freezes solidly. 

Although it was advertised last 
weekend that the ice was solid 
enough on the Chain of Lakes for ice 
fishing, the • unexpected warm 
weather soon melted it, and local 
fishermen knowing .this, made no 
attempt to do any ice fishing. It 
was ;the strangers who became vic- 
tims of , the situation.

Lake Villa's problems in conncc- 
ion with sewage disposal seem to 
be near solution, if application be- 
ing made for federal money is ap- 
proved. 

Long a knotty problem in Lake 
Villa, the village has passed two 
referendums in past years, total- 
ling $119,000. Neither of these has 
proved to be sufficient to provide 
on adequate system, and nothing 
has been done. 

If the application for federal aid 
is approved, Lake Villa will re- 
deye up to 30% of the cost of .the 
proposed plant, and this along with 
the funds already voted, will be 
sufficient to build a lift station and 
a disposat plant. Estimated cost of 
the new. installation is $250,000.

Juron will fill out and forward 
the necessary forms to Washington 
to be passed* upon.

Lieut. General Leslie R? Groves, who headed 
.the 1 war-time Manhattan Project <that produced the 
A-bomb and who has been intimately associated with, 
atomic development ever since, recently (had some- 
tihing important and authoritative to say about the 
atoms for peace program. 

He reviewed' what is being done in this and 
other countries to, produce electric power with atomic 
fuel. He said (that the Atomic Energy Commission 
fc/ maintaining our' leadership. Then he advised 
(that we ". . .;fceep a sharp eye on those domestic 
politicians who bend their efforts toward keeping 
private industry but Of "4he atomic field." 
S Hfe snid Jthalt maxiffnum progress (will come 
from encouraging private enterprise to do as much 
of the dcvelopmonit job as possible, and added: ". . . 
Certainly a big government construction program 
such as proposed, in the last Congress . . . would 
inevitably put ' atomic development in the middQe 
of the age-old public-private power fight. This . . . 
would be a backward move which might well lead 
to disaster!" 

It caini be added that some of those who are 
urging the government program have long .been asso- 
ciated with- the campaign to put government ever 
deeper into -the power business, on a tax-free, tax- 
subsidized, mouuopolistic basis, regardless of whether 
the power is to be produced by water, atomic energy^ 
oil, or coal. ' General Groves was dead right when 
he said that if they 'succeed in their current effort, 
disaster can be, expected.

LET TOE USERS PAY 
Some progress has been made in either reduc- 
ing or eliminatiinlg government competition with 
private business — a form of competition which is not 
only manifestly unfair to the enterprises concenrued, 
but which adds up to a tremendous drain on the 
taxpayers in general. But we still have a long way 

to go, .-■•■':■•; ' ' ' ' 

This competition] exists in many fields, and in 
some cascsj'it'is'Jprobable, -the people at large don't 
yet have a good .picture of what is going on. 

The government's parcel post system is an ex- 
ample. During most if not ail of its history it 
has operated at" a taxpayer-borne deficits-even 
though the original act authorizimg its creation pro- 
vided that it should pay its own way. Since 1926, 
one reliable estimate says, the deficits have totaled 
$1.2 billion. ■ And indirect costs not included in post 
office accounts are estimated to be ku excess of $43 
million a year. ' 

This led the Hoover Commission, in its report 
to. Business Enterprises, to note that the ". . . failure 



of parcel post rates to cover the full cost of service 
constitutes a subsidy to the users ^of parcel post." 
It then recommended 'that if current rates do mot 
cover all costs of the service, Including indirect costs, ' 
these rates should be raised. 

There Should be no opposition to this. All that 
is proposed is that the people who use and benefit 
from the service should pay for what they get. 

THERE'S A SIIAREOWNER IN RUSSIA! 

Some time ago a ahonlthlly investment pflan, 
called MIP, was started for small investors. Under 
It, .a man can invest as little as $40 a quarter in 
stocks of his choice, If (; for any reason, he aban- 
dons his plan, he doesn't lose — he gets whatever 
stocks he has paid for.

To celebrate the event she was flown to the New 
York Stock Exchange, whose president told her: "If 
you were a Russian citizen — well, there is no stock 
exchange in Moscow."

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Tax Facts 



The three basic steps involved in 
faQ general approach to making a 
itox; jevy are: 1— developing the 
budget; 2— ^making the appropria- 
tion; and 3— levying the tax. 

A budget, needed by every dis- 
trict in order that it may function' 
in a businesslike manner, is the 
annual estimate showing the 
amounts of money required to run 
the district for the ensuing year. 
The budget maker usually seeks out 
the maximum amount needed for 
any item because of the uncertain- 
ties involved in, estimations. Yet 
he should not lose sight of econ- 
omy. 

Next, the average, district makes 
an appropriation. This is the dis- 
trict's official budget, set forth in 
the form of an ordinance. Some 
districts can combine .these first <two 
steps by passing a combination bud- 
get and appropriation ordinance. 
Although: a. time is usually provided 
for the public to attend a meeting 
and comment.on the. budget or ap- 
propriation,, the. .public too often 
neglects this, opportunity. 

The final step is j the levy itself. 
This is the statement fixing the tax 
upon all -th tax-payers of the dis- 
trict. In many; types of districts, 
the statute, requires that the levy 
set forth the amounts appropriated 
as well as the amounts levied. This 
so that the taxpayer may know not 
only what the purposes of "the.- ap- 
propriations are, but also which of 
the purposes are to be paid from 
the money to be raised by levy. 
Often some of the items appropriat- 
ed are paid for out of monies from 
sources other than the tax levy it- 
self.

Once the levy is made, it must be 
certified to the County Clerk who 



has the job of extending the tax. 
In order to assure accuracy of the 
facts shown in the levy, the law re- 
quires some official from each dis- 
trict to certify its levy to the County 
Clerk. In effect, tho certification 
quotes the district's certifier as to 
the accuracy of the facts set forth 
in the copy of the levy.

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Chicago Area Housing 

Survey Starts Dec. 6 



Approximately 40,000 homes in 
ik e Chicago Standard Metropolitan 
Area will be covered as part of the 
National Housing Inventory which 

eots underway locally on Dec , 

according to Robert D. Krook of 
ihe Census Bureau's field staff who 
w iU direct the survey. 

About 50 persons will be em- 
ployed in the survey which will 
supply current information on the 
number and characteristics of dwell- 
ing units now in existence in the 
Chicago area. The survey will also 
furnish facts on the losses and 
gains resulting from new construc- 
tion, conversions and demolitions 
since 1950, providing the first 
measurement of the local housing 
supply since the 1950 Census of 
Housing. s 

The survey will show size and 
age of houses, rents paid, value of 
homes, conditions of houses, vacan- 
cies, plumbing facilities- and char- 
acteristics of families living in the 
houses covered in the survey. In- 
formation will be gathered also on 
outstanding mortgage debt, inter- 
est rates, use . of conventional and 
government-insured mortgages, sec- 
ond mortgages and monthly pay- 
ments if amortized. 

Enumerators for the National 
Housing Inventor were given a 
three-day training course on Dec. 3, 
4 and" 5 and start their rounds 
today (Dec. 6). It is expected that 
ihe survey will bee completed in- 
three to -four weeks. Separate fig- 
ures for th Chicago area will be 
compiled with preliminary statistics 
scheduled for release in -the sum- 
mer of 1957 .with final reports set 
for the fall. In addition, housing 
statistics for a number of small 
areas within the city of Chicago 
will be provided by the survey. The 
Chicago Housing Authority is fur- 
nishing the funds for the additional 
data. 

Mr. Krook pointed out that all 
information furnished to the Census 
Bureau is kept confidential by law 
and only statistical totals and av- 
erages are published.

Plan for Retirement 

The compulsory retirement plans 
of industry today pose a problem for 
the millions of people reaching old- 
er age. Many of the persons face 
a rather empty future, for it is 
difficult to stop suddenly the mental 
and physical machinery that has 
been geared to business competition, 
the Educational Committee of the 
Illinois State Medical Society ob- 
serves in; Health Talk. 

Taken away from his job, whether 
it be manual or mental, the indi- 
vidual finds too many hours in the 
day and too much time -to do noth- 
ing. Wise is the person! who fore- 
sees this inactivity by preparing 
himself with an avocation. 

It is not good to lose interest and 
a satisfying hobby will not only 
keep curiosity and zest alive, but 
very often will create a field of 
financial return. 

Age is more or less an individual 
problem just as it is a normal 
growth pattern. Many persons at 
thirty suggest physical and mental 
characteristics of aging. Others at 
seventy may reveal J a wrinkled skin 
which is offset by a sprightly walk 
and a mental agility. 

Preventive medicine, through its 
control of many diseases that for- 



merly took lives, is responsible for 
extending the life span. Today 
there are more than nineteen mil- 
lion! people over 55 years old. With 
a greater aging population, new 
factors develop for their care be- 
cause this group faces such degen- 
erative diseases as high blood pres- 
sure, arteriosclerosis, cancer and 
arthritis. 

Heart disease in its various forms 
leads the list. Just as the specialty 
of pediatrics developed for the care 
of the growing child, so the specialty 
of geriatrics came into being for 
the medical problems of the older 
person. 

The development of these condi- 
tions may slow up a person in ad- 
vancing years, but age itself is not 
a debilitating factor. Again certain 
physical changes are natural se- 
quences. Muscles and chest become 



smaller and the waistline larger. 
The skin loses its elasticity and 
tends to wrinkle and to develop cer- 
tain types of spots and moles. Hair 
is apt to become gray and thinner. 
In some individuals, mental deter- 
ioration is evident. 

Because modern medicine is re- 
sponsible for more of us "growing 
old," it will also establish a means 
for caring for the conditions pe- 
culiar to old age. Geriatrics Is rap- 
idly becoming an expanding field 
for study and research. 

Perhaps one of the greatest prob- 
lems of growing old is the feeling 
that on is no longer needed, that 
usefulness is over. Everyone wants 
to be a contributing power, whether 
it be in business, the home or the 
community. The end of a long life 
of service and activity needs a com- 
pensatory substitute. 



That is why the development of 
a hobby is encouraged, ' Accept the 
challenge of retirement by getting 
ready for it now Maybe the younger 
years are the more productive ones, 
but wisdom and experience come 



with emotional maturity and there 
is a great satisfaction in pursuit of 
an Interest that will keep you happy 
mentally, and occupied physically. 
If your hobby is saleable you will 
again be gainfully employed.

AMERICAN MMIIY 
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Christmas Seal 
Sales Originated 
50 Years Ago 

Some 3,000 voluntary tubercu- 
losis associations throughout the 
United States and its territories 
arc observing the 50th annual 
Christmas Seal Sale, which began 
November 15 and continues 
through December 31. This tra- 
ditional event by which funds are 
raised for the' prevention and con- 
trol of tuberculosis had its begin- 
ning In Wilmington, Delaware, in 
1007. 

A group of Delaware doctors 
were experimenting with new 
methods of treating TB In a mod- 
est hospital which was little more 
than a group of shacks. For lack 
of $300, they faced the possibility 
of having to close the hospital 
'and send the patients home— per- 
haps to die. They turned for help 
to Miss Emily Blssell, the Dela- 
ware Red Cross- executive. Miss 
Bissell recalled reading of a spe- 
cial Christmas stamp sold in Den- 
mark to raise funds for the sick 
and needy. She designed her own 
Christmas stamp, organized a 
campaign, and opened the sale 
of Seals on December 7. 

Sales were disappointingly slow 
at first, and Miss Bissell turned 
to a great American newspaper 
for help. This was the turning 
point. With the enthusiastic back- 
ing of the Philadelphia NORTH 
AMERICAN and columnist Leigh 
Mitchell Hodges, the first Christ- 
mas Seal Sale was an overwhelm- 
ing success. Instead of $300, a 
total of $3,000 was raised, with 
contributions coming from distant 
states where the NORTH AMER- 
ICAN was read. The following 
• year the Christmas Seal Sale was 
held in 33 states, and it quickly 
grew to cover the whole country. 
In the early years, before tuber- 
culosis associations were as wide r 
spread as they are today, news- 
papers frequently acted as local 
, sponsors of the Christmas Seal 
Sale. .Through the years the sup- 
port of local newspapers has been 
& major contribution to the fight 
against tuberculosis. 



What Causes Spots 
Before Your Eyes? 

MINNEAPOLIS— Ever see dots 
before your eyes? Floating specks 
or little hair-like curie-cues? 

■Most people sooner or later ex- 
perience "vitreous opacities" — 

medical terminology for the specks 
or filaments that seem to float or 
dart about in front of the vision, 
but which are really floating inside 
the eye, in the vitreous humor or 
jelly-like substance that fills It. 

Violent emotion— anger, fear, 
worry— can actually cause "spots 
before the eyes," which may be 
minute chemical precipitations 
which usually soon disappear. 
Such effects can also result from 
lowered physical condition, nerv- 
ous tension or high blood pressure, 
according to loading eye special- 
ists consulted in the preparation 
of the insurance firm's bulletin 
on the subject. 

Most of the floating specks or 
filaments, however, are the re- 
mains of waste cells detached 
from the interior membranes of 
the eye; others, usually denser, 
result from broken blood vessels 
and are sometimes slight, some- 
times serious. 



Buckwheat Cakes 
Fading From the Home 

WASHINGTON— America's old- 
time winter breakfast, a stack of 
golden-brown . buckwheat cakes, 
complete with maple syrup .and 
sage-flavored homemade sausage, 
may be going the way of the buf- 
falo. 

Last year the United. States 
buckwheat crop was at Its lowest 
ebb (2,055,000 bushels) since rec- 
ords were first kept in 1600, says 
the National Geographic Society. 
High point of the nine decades 
came In 1005, with nearly 10,000,- 
000 bushels. By 1044 the figure had 
dropped to less than 9,000,000 
bushels, In 1054 to 2,740,000. 

Popular demand has tapper ed 
off for the tangy griddle cakes 
that grandmother used to make. 

Hurried workers find little time 
for the old flapjacks whose yeast- 
mixed batter was left to stand 
overnight, then lovingly turned, 
cake by cake, for proper color 
and mclt-in- mouth goodness. 

But buckwheat still has many 
uses and partisans in the United 
States and around tho' world. Rus- 
sia is the leading producer with an 
estimated 50,000,000 bushels an- 
nually. Other important growers 
include France, Germany, Poland, 
Canada and Japan.

Sao Line $4,000 Bill 
For Crossing Signals

The village board got a bill from

Fast Mail Service 



While Europe may lag behind 
America, in Technology, Europeans 
enjoy faster mail service and some 
public services that would be wel- 
come on this side of the Atlantic,' 
reports Robert Bendiner in a De- 
cember Reader's Digest article, 
"What Europeans Teach Us About 
public Services," condensed from 
Collier's. 

Living in Huntington, Long Is- 
land, on the fringe of New York's 
metropolitan* area, Bendiner regards 
it as normal lor a letter from the 
city to reach him in two days. 

"In London, by dizzying contrast," 
reports the writer, "a housewife can 
mail her grocery order before ten 
in the morning and have her gro- 
ceries delivered in time for dinner 
that evening. Both London and 
Paris take for granted three punc- 
tual deliveries a day. 

"A Parisian can get a letter to 
anyone in the French capital and its 
environs in an hour or two by 
dropping it in a special slot for 
pneumatic-tube mail at the nearest 
post office." . 'it'. Almost everywhere 
from Glasgow to Moscow a letter 
will go toy the fastest method avail- 
able at the moment, whether it 
carries .airmail postage or not." 

European* telephone systems offer 
many services. In (Paris, you have 
only to dial INP-1 (information) to 
catch a recording of the most recent 
news bulletins, which are fresh- 
ened every two hours. In Amster- 
dam, ' a recorded (voice will list the 
films showing at movie theatres 
along with the comment, of local 
critics. 

In Vienna, telephone service sup- 
plies stock quotations, recipes, bed- 
time stories for children, practice 
dictation for secretarial students, 
even perfect pitch A for .the tuning 
of musical instruments.

Electronic Machines 
Screen Applications 
For Drivers License 



Springfield, III. — Secretary of 
State Charles F, Carpcntier has an- 
nounced that plans have been com- 
pleted for the installation of elec- 
tronic machines in the Driver Li- 
cense department to, process the in- 
formation on all license applications, 
driver control records arid to issue 
driver, licenses, • 

In calling attention to the elec- 
tronic development Secretary Car- 
pcntier said, "Illinois will be the 
first state in the nation to convert 
its driver licensing operation to 
the modcrni methods utilized by 
large industry." 

' Secretary Carpcntier explained 
that the electronic machines utilize 
punch cards on which all of the 
desired information is recorded by 
various symbols. The information 
contained on the punch card is then 
fed into a magnetic drum data pro- 
cessing machine. The machine can 
scan thousands of application rec- 
ords in a few seconds and can be 
adjusted to give specific informa- 
tion relative to large groups of 
drivers. 

Part of the equipment includes a 
magnetic tape recording unit on 
which approximately 60,000 com- 
plete driver -1 i'c e.h s> ... registra- 
tion records can ■ feie .. recorded 
on) a single -2400 foot reel of 
magnetic tape. This ' machine 
not only records the informa- 
tion on the tape but will also check 
it for accuracy. It is capable of 
reading tape at a speed of 900,000 
digits per minute. Included in the 
system is a data selector which will 
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enable the Driver License depart- 
ment to refer to the information 
stored on the magnetic tapes, select 
the information desired and feed it 
into another machine which will 
automatically tabulate the results 
and print them on any desired type 
of form. 

Secretary Carpentier also pointed 
out that more than 4,000,000 Illinois 
driver licenses will begin to expire 
im May, 1057, Such expirations will 
extends over a period of three years. 
Along with the electronic system, 
Secretary Carpentier said, Illinois 
will also introduce a permanent 
driver license number which will 
establish a single master file for all 
drivers. This permanent driver li- 
cense number will eliminate the 
possibility of any person obtaining 
more than one driver license. 

Secretary Carpentier said tlhat one 
of the most important features of 



the electronic" system will be a so- 
called "stop" tape. This tape will 
prevent the issuance of a license or 
a duplicate to t any driver who has 
been revoked, suspended or whose 
license has been , deposited in lieu 
of bail. At the present time more 
than 3000 of the latter cases, i. e., 
licenses deposited in< lieu of bail, are 
being received daily by the Driver 
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License department and it is antici- 
pated that this volume. will be dou- 
bled within the next twelve months 
period.

Parent* Still Hold Key 

To Happiness of Child 

Despite great changes in patterns 
of family life, it is still 1iho parents 
who endow their children with 
courage, a sense of responsibility, 
generosity, compassion and other 
finer qualities Morton M. Hunt 
writes in the December Reader's 
Digest in his article "There's No 
Substitute for Parents." 

Hunt found youth specialists in 
varied fields concerned about a ten- 
dency to delegate parental respon- 
sibilities to church, school and 
camp. Yet, a Scout executive re- 
ports— "All the camp training in the 
world is of no avail, if, when) he 



gets home, the child is again allowed 
•to become overly dependent on his 
parents." 

In one New York University 
study, a group of children from 
well-to-do middle class homes was 
found to cheat far more than a 
group of reform school kids. The 
explanation offered by Dr. Howard 
Lane was that in "good" homes, 
where success is the principal goal, 
honesty was given lip service but 
children saw their parents lie, give 
flattering welcome to people they 
despised and do a hundred other 
dishonest things to advance their 
interests. ' 

Even to the first year of life, the 
parent is all important as psycholo- 
gists agree that a basic liking for 
people can be created if an 



infant is always handled gently, fed 
when hungry, and comforted when 
miserable. This creates a funda- 
mental liking and unshakable trust 
in others. 

Hunt concludes, that parenthood 



can't be an effortless and uncon- 
scious process but that when we 
give our creative best to the task, 
the reward is unlike any other this 
life offers. As Hunt and (his wife 
Lois are parents of a 16-months-old 



son, he has a personal interest in 
the subject. Mrs. Hunt is a lyric 

soprano, formerly with the Metro- 
politan opera, who now sings on 

television. She recently appeared 
on NBC's "Rosalinda" spectacular.

WEEKLY SUMMARY 

CHICAGO RETAIL MARKETS 

Week of Dec. 3-8 

Most meat prices are a lot lower 
in Chicago-area stores this week. 

Ample supplies • coupled with 
keener retail pricing as stores com- 
pete for customer traffic lowers 
metropolitan ' area major-food costs 
going into the. Christmas season, 
according to the University of Illi- 
nois consumer service. The weekly 
survey of wholesale-retail activity 
also shows eggs are lower, medium 
sizes holding an edge on the market 
value position. 

Upward trending items are noted, 
however, in the produce division 
due to cold weather factors pre- 
viously reported, and in the gro- 
cery division, principally fats and 
oils— penny per pound increases ex- 
pected in a few weeks for marg- 
arine,, snortening and cooking oils. 
Tomatoes, green beans, eggplant, 
broccoli, peppers, cabbage and cu- 
cumbers all quote higher. Let- 
tuce, grapefruit and tangerines are 
lower..
